


The tragedy leaves emotional strain 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Mary Beth 
Sheridan, a Rome-based newswoman, 
has been covering the Kurds’ flight from 
Iraq into Turkey.

Covering the Iraqi Kurdish refugee 
camps on the Turkish border was a daily 
descent into hell for AP reporters and 
photographers. 

Every morning, we set out on a two- 
or three-hour trip on winding mountain 
roads from the nearest inhabitable 
hotels to the camps. 

Before arriving, we had to negotiate 
landslides, streams, military checkpoints 
and flocks of sheep who saw no 
particular urgency in moving. 

The difficulties were complicated by 
the lack of telephones and frequent line 
breaks. At one camp, there were two 
telephones for journalists, which we 
shared with 2,000 Turkish troops. The 
soldiers were not amused when I

The sight of more than 100,000 
Kurdish refugees from Iraq, starving and 
suffering from bitter mountain elements, 
leaves you emotionally drained. 

I find it difficult to aim my camera. 
My only justification comes from the 
hope that the pictures of misery will help 
these people through their plight. 

The drive to the Cukurca refugee 
camp from our base in Hakkari, often 
made longer than the usual two hours 
by deep mud and rock slides, gives 
plenty of time for reflection. 

My girlfriend in London asked if 
there is anything we can do. She even 
suggested that we adopt a child. I could 
have adopted a dozen children daily, but 
I knew that wasn’t the answer.

The pictures by Greg Marinovich that won a 
Pulitzer Prize for the AP earlier this month also have 
been selected for honors by the Overseas Press Club 
in New York. Marinovich’s series showing South 
Africans stoning, stabbing and burning a man in 
Soweto received the Overseas Press Club’s Olivier 
Rebbot Award for best photographic reporting for 
newspapers or wire services. 
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Rasit Gurdilek has joined the AP as corres¬ 
pondent in Ankara, Turkey. He succeeds Emel Anil, 
who has retired. 

Gurdilek, 44, is a native of Ankara and a graduate 
of Ankara University. He initially planned to work for 
the Turkish Foreign Ministry, but after military service 
studied for a post-graduate degree in political science.

In 1983, he joined the 
German press agency DPA as Ankara correspondent, 
a position he held until he joined the AP on April 1.
